The "little giant of Saskatchewan," 
as ho has been described, himself a , 
poor immigrant to the prairies frtfln | 
old Ontario, by his dogged persever- , 
anco and determination worked him¬ 
self up from the lubor of u larm hand , 
to the office of prime minister. Out of | 
his knowledge of Canada and from Ids 
wealth of personal experience ho sent ( 
a call ringing out to the young man- | 
hood of the nation, to "cut away from , 
tho ribbon that hugs the border, and 
go north where Canada’s greatest 
wealth of nuturul resources is to bo 
found." 

Just ns Horace Greeley advised the 
young inen of tho eastern United 
States to "go west"—and they went 
and built up the republic so Premier 
Gardiner calls for young Canada to 
adventure forth and build up the Do¬ 
minion in the Northland where vacant 
spaces pine for the plough, and hid 
den metals lie waiting for tho fortun 
ate prospector; where water powers 
art* wasting energies th.it could bo 
harnessed for tho development of the 
land and the prosperity of tho Domin¬ 
ion. 

And Premier Gardiner in painting 
his picture of the future used on Ids ! 
palette tho colors of the past. He told | 
how tho pioneers of other dnys had | 
ventured forth from the eastern settle¬ 
ments to construct now homes and 
rear wholesome communities that to¬ 
day fonn Canada’s Golden West.

ple that tho Unllrd States had in T820. 
So, he continued, n comparison of 
conditions with tho republic would 
show that the Dominion was ndvanc 
ing just exactly one century behind 
the United States, and ho felt confl 
deni that by 1950 Canada would have 
twenty-three million people. 

If Premier Gardiner Is a true pro 
phot, tho Dominion is indeed tho land 
of destiny and Its progress in tho next j 
twenty-five years will be phenomenal. 
—Vancouver Province.

Both weigh¬ 
ed. a tan and, though Punch was the 
smaller of ttho two, he was younger 
and sturdier than Bill aud his mas¬ 
sive, shaggy head was larger, as Is 
characteristic of the Canadian race. ; 

In the morning the heavily-barred 
gate between the paddocks was found 
to have been battered down, whilst in 
a far off corner lay the body of "Silly 
Bill’ with a large hole in tho side and 
almost all his ribs broken. "Punch,” 
surrounded by the four admiring 
cows, stood, calmly on the brow of the 
slope, like an immense status of the 
Monarch of the Prairie, lie had es¬ 
caped without a scratch. 

Marks and stains upon a stone w all 
suggest that "Punch" had hurled Ills 
burly antagonist against it.

Reports from widely scattered 
districts brought the known death] 
toll to 30, while 3S Irlr-li fishermen 
were reported missing and believed 
dead, in a despatch from Belfast. The' 
list of known dead Included IT. Itlsh 
fishermen. 

The storm also brought Injury to 
scores of persons In addition to cans 
Ing heavy property losses, traffic de¬ 
lays and broken communications. 

'i he effect of the storms was felt in 
Southern England, hut it was worse 
In the north counties, while Ireland 
was cut off from England by interrupt 
ed cables. 

The fatalities were wlddy scatter* d. 
largely being tin* result of the, col 
lapse of walls and small buildings, 
while others were due to strong winds 
that blew pedestrians and cyclists in 
to the paths of heavy vehicles. 

Roots, chimneys and telephone 
poles were* razed in the blow, which 
reached a maximum of 75 miles an 
hour as oilicially reported at Holy 
bend. 

A sanatorium at Lancaster was 
flooded and three patients drowned, 
the others being rescued with (lilll 
culty in small boats. Most of them 
wen* suffering from exposure. 'The 
collapse of a tenement huus * with 
tin* serious injury of many persons 
and narrow escapes from death was 
reported In Manchester. 

Copenhagen despatches reported 
that a westerly hurricane was blow- 
over the whole of Denmurk, the sea 
on the west coast exerting enormous 
pressure on the dykes. Train service 
lias been seriously delayed. 

Tumultuous seas, driven by the gale, 
heat on the west coast > of England. 
At Fleetwood a new sea wall was 
smashed and a great wave swept 
across the fields to tin* town where 
houses were flooded and marooned 
families had to be rescued. 

The bodies of a woman and child 
were recovered, while it i.s feared that 
other lives may have been lost.

This number would not b»* available 
at Ottawa during the time when the 
Los Angeles would have arrived, the 
navy said in calling off the flight.

There had been bomb-throwers 
beforo Sarajevo, tlioro have been 
bomb throwers slnca, and their cow¬ 
ardly acts have not resulted In war. 
Tho roots which blossomed so evilly 
lay deep under the surfaco. Europe 
was honeycombed with Intrigue. 
Everything was In readiness for the 
catastrophe. Hut a spark was needed 
to touch off tho blaze. The bomb 
thrower of Sarajevo furnished that 
spark. Ho was an Insignificant pawn 
in the great game of International In¬ 
trigue, ami yet the bomb he throw re 
suited in the death not of one man but 
of millions. So much greater were the 
tragic results of his deed than the 
man himself that no one has time or 
thought either to praise or to blame 
him. Now he Is dead, has gone to join 
those millions who died in the sham¬ 
bles that followed. His very death 
emphasizes his inslgnificanco. The 
war can never be forgotten; the man 
whose act touched ofT tho ilamo was 
never known.

Saskatchewan Live Stock Branch Has 
Undertaken Work 

At the request of tho Saskatchewan 
Sheep Breeders' Association and the 
Saskatchewan Swine Breeders' Asso¬ 
ciation, tho Provincial Live Stock 
Branch 1s engaged In grading pure¬ 
bred sheep and bwdne throughout the 
province, particularly rams and boars 
that will be offered for sale this fall. 
Circulars have been sent out by the 
associations mentioned enclosing ap¬ 
plication forms to be filled In by those 
who desire stock graded. 

In Its letter the Sheep Breeders’ 
Association points out that the system 
of grading adopted by the Live Stock 
Branch and endorsed by the uusocla 
tion is as follows: 

Purebred rains, possessing size, type 
and quality, with good fleeces and suf¬ 
ficient breed characteristics to recom¬ 
mend them as stock rams for purebred 
or high grade flocks are called three 
star rums, and have three stars tat¬ 
tooed In the left ear. 

Fairly good purebred rams which 
may possess size, fair type and qual¬ 
ity but'lacking In some particular 
breed characteristics, are called two 
star rams, and have two stars tat¬ 
tooed in the left ear. These rams aie 
recommended for use in grade flocks. 

Rums that are not good enough fuT 
either of these classes are called one 
star rams, and tattooed with one star 
In the left ear. They are generally 
lacking in size or quality or vigor and 
are recommended for use In tho aver¬ 
age grade flock.
